FOODSTUFFS PRICES 
JUMP _IN COLORADO.

DENVER, Jan. 24.—Figures complied 
by officers of the Colorado State Fed- 
eration of Labor, show that the price 
bf food stuffs has increased from 1 to 
180 per cent. during the last few. years. 
Deriver, El Paso, Pueblo and Mont- 
rose counties were picked for the*most 
elaborate compilations and out of 
fifty-three articles on which figures 
were obtaifed, only seven showed a 
decrease in price. These were flour, 
molasses, potatoes, mackerel, oat 
meal, prunes and nut coal. 

Even these articles do not show a 
decrease in all of the counties. In 
Denver county, for instance, syrup 
shows an increase of 92 per cent.; 
smoked beef, 66 per cent.; breast of 
mutton, 100; salt pork, 83; butter, 100;

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 24.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Sixteen Federal prisoners, 
in a special train, are en route from 
San Quentin and Folsom for Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., where they will be 
confined in the government peniten- 
tiary. 

The special goes east by way of Los 
Angeles and the southern route. No 
explanation was given for taking the 
longer route, but it is understood that 
the officers of the Department of Jus- 
tlee feared the effect upon the prison- 
ers if they were taken the direct route 
through a very cold climate after their 
long confinement in California peniten- 
tiaries. 

‘The five prisoners from Folsom were 
brought to Sacramento this morning 
by Warden Reilly\and several United 
States marshals and then taken to 
Stockton in a special train. At Stock- 
ton the eleven prisoners from San 
Quentin, heavily guarded by Federal 
marshais, were added to the party and 
the train left for Los Angeles and the 
East. 

The government is transferring all 
prisoners sent up for government of- 
fenses to the Federal prison at Fort 
Leavenworth. In the past such prison- 
ers have been confined in State prisons, 
the government paying the State for 
their keep. They will all be taken east 
now. 

Among those from Folsom was 
}“‘Buckshot” Smith, a famous stage rob- 
ber in the early "80's. He operated ex- 
tensively in Calaveras county. He 
planned and conducted his daring hold- 
ups by himeelf. He has been serving 
time under a life sentence since 1886. 
Part of these twenty-three years was 
spent in San Quentin. He is a man well 
along in years now. 

Pat Crowe, sent to Kansas, was the 
leader of a counterfeiting ng which 
operated in Marysville. Foster 
and a man named Wakefield were also 
members of the gang and all were ar- 
rested during a raid made upon their 
place by the officers. Duting their op- 
erations they are believed to have 
turned out from $15,000 to $20,000 in 
counterfeit coin, “andled by an un- 
known saloon man in Sacramento. No 
trace of the money could be found and 
it is the belief of the officers that it 
is still planted in this city. All three 
of the counterfeiters were convicted 
and sentenced, Crowe getting ten years 
in Folsom: 

Others from Folsom are: attheson, 
sentenced to seven years Southern 
California on a government charge; 
Young, sentenced to eight years for 
forging money orders, and Burn, do- 
ing time for robbing a postoffice.

She snys she screamed and tried to 
scare him away, but the animal sprang 
ut her, tore her clothes and bit her 
on the limbs. She was carried to a 
neighbor’s house and a doctor was 
ned to dress her wounds. Although 
the Injured woman gave her address 
ag No. 326 West Twenty-second street. 
no such number was found. 

Secretary Hilf says he has received 
many complaints about the dog at 
No. 1626 Staunton avenue. He called 
the attention of the City Attorney's 
office to the complaint, and yesterday 
„ letter was sent to the owner of the 
vicious brute. 

G. B. Riley, a piano tuner, who lives 
ai No. 3502 Wesley avenue, at 
the. Receiving Hospital yesterday 
morning to have wounds inflicted by a 
vicious cur treated and dressed. He 
had a severe laceration on his right 
and blood poisoning was feared.

WASHINGTON, Jan. %4.—Unable to 
get a decision from the ¢ourts as to 
whether it is right or wrong, the gov- 
ernment now stands a good chance of 
seeing one of its trust prosecutions die. 

This unique case is the suit of the 
government against the Termina) 
Raliroad Association of St. Louis, and 
fourteen railroads, brought in the Cir- 
cult Court in St. Louis in 1905. The 
defendants were charged with com- 
bining for the purpose of controlling 
and restraining interstate commerce 
between the States of Missouri and 
Illinois and other States and foreign 
countries. A special examiner was 
appointed. Much testimony was taken 
by him. Then, in an endeavor to ex- 
pedite the suit, it is feared an anaes- 
thetic was administered to the case 
from which it may never entirely re- 
cover. 

Under the act of of Feb- 
ruary 11, 1903, entitled, “An Act to Ex- 
pedite the 
tion” of suite under 
Anti-Trust Act, the Attorney-General 
certified that the case was important. 
But that move failed in its purpose. 
As require, by that act, the sult was 
advanced and the four judges of the 
Cireuit Court presided over the final 
hearing. There were so many judges 
trat they could not agree. onse- 
quentiy on May 21. 1998, they handed 
down an order certifying the case to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States for review. ; 

Today. Solicitor-General Bowers 
suggested to the court that it dis- 
miss the certificate. He pointed out 
that in a recent opinion of the court 
it held that any certification to it of 
the entire case. as was done in the 
present case, without final judgment 
or decree or order determinative of 
the merits, was an attempt to confer 
upon the court original jurisdiction. 

What further action will be taken 
in tha Circuit Court remains to be 
seen.

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 19.—A census of 
Mexico is to be taken this year, an- 
the work is to be done in a manner 
more thor. ‘h than ever before. Al- 
though the actual count is not to be 
made before October, diligent p-epara- 
tlons are already under way, and an 
effective organization is being formed. 
Not only will all the people be counted, 
but a more elaborate plan is being 
formed to gather valuable information 
of every kind. The census of 1900 gave 
Mexico a populition of 13,607,259. It 
is believed that this fisure will be 
greatly increased b~ the count that is 
to be made this year. 

In addition to the natural increase, 
which is larger in this country than in 
most others, there has been during the 
last decade quite an inflow of immi- 
gration. These facts will account for 
part of the increase which the next 
census ig expected to show, and a more 
thorough enumeration will do the rest. 
Tt is on this latter point that much 
interest centers, for it is believed that 
in former censuses thousands, per- 
haps milions, were not counted. In re- 
mote districts the .°nsus_was taken in 
a slipshod way, and even in the capital 
and other centers t population many 
people escaped the enumerators.

Toe Board of Education has com-| 
pleted its apportionment of the 
$720,000 raised ty voting bends for 
the construction ot, and ‘addition to, 
the school buildings of the city. $480,000 
to be Jevoted to high schools, and the 
remainder to common, or grade 
schools. 

Just how the money will be spent in 
the various enterprises can now de 
stated for the first time. There will 
be some surprises. 

It is of interest to the public to 
know what benefits will accrue’ to 
them, in the expenditure of this sum. 
Plans for many Of the -bulildings and 
additions have already been made, and 
in some instances, Dids are about to 
be asked, for the construction. 

Of the High School fund, $245,000 is 
to be expended for, the new Manual 
Training High Scheel, at Vermont 
avenue, and Fortieth street. The site, 
which comprises about ten acres, cost 
$48,000. The architects’ fees wil! amount

to about 312,30. The equipment and 
furniture will is estimated, cost 
about $25,000. The plan, which is a 


handsome one, calls for a large central 
building, and two wings: one for do- 
mestic science and one for general 
acience. A s@parate bullding wii) house 
the shops, which are to be extensive. 
An auditogium, to seat about 1500 is a 
part of the plan. The gymnasium will 
be of the latest and best plan and 
equipment. The athietic field, cover- 
ing all porsibilities of sport, will be a 
conspicuous feature, as will be the li- 
brary and two study halls, for pupils. 
About 1500 students will be accom- 
modated in the new Manual Training 
High School. The exterior of the build- 
ing will be of plaster, tinted a deep 
cream color, and in no instance will! 
the elevation be greater than two sto- 
ries. The style of architecture will be 
somewhat after that of the Potytechnic 
High School. The most approve. heat- 
ing and ventilating system will he 
used—a combination wutomatic hot sir 
and filtered cool air. Bids for the 
construction of this group of buildings 
will be called for February 4. 
HALL OF SCIENCE. 


The new Hall of Science, Art butid- 
ing, and additions to the Polytechnic 
High School will cost’ about $115,000. 
The boys in the architectural depart- 
ment of Polytechnic, under Me Paith- 
ful, have been working for nearly a 
year upon these plans. The construc- 
tion is to be of concrete, in keeping, in 
style, with the present Polytechriic 
buildings. Bids will be called for, Feb- 
ruary 238. While the capacity of the 
Po'ytechnic willl not be Ynaterially in- 
creased by the additions, it will add ‘to 
the facility of the institution, and it is 
hoped that double sessions, such as are 
held now, may be discontinued.

HE NEWEST EPIDEMIC. . | 
The formation of anti-meat-eating clubs in 
the United States naturally recalls the lovable 
Bobby Burns's famous grace before meat, which 
runs as follows: 
“Some hae meat and canna eat, 
And some would eat that want it; 
But we hae meat, and we can eat, 
Sac let the Lord be thankit.“ 

We are in no wise concerned with the defense of 
the beef trust, if any such exists, and it is the 
epinion of the government that such is the case. 
At the same time we cannot avoid the conclusion 
that the organizing of anti-meat-eating clubs is 
simply one of the new crazes in this crazy-quilt 
age-—simply an epidemic that is sweeping through 
the country. The more violent these attacks the 
sooner they pass, and we feel sure that this one, if 
it does not entirely disappear, will quickly become 
very much modified. 

In behalf of the people themselves who are be- 
ing carried away by this fad we wish to offer a few 
suggestions which may save some a good deal of 
trouble. 

The acquired habit of body of the average Amer- 
ican requires some meat, if not every day, every other 
day or so. It has been the opinion of this journal 
for many years that we as a people eat too much 
meat. We have often advised the cutting down of 
a portion of the average ration, and believe that 
our advice has had a good deal of effect. The mod- 
erate use of meat is one thing, and absolute ab- 
stention day in and day out is entirely a different 
thing. We would advise people, as earnestly as we 
have done as to eating too much meat, to be wary 
of too sudden abstention from this kind of food. 


good fish as practically replacing the daily meat 
portion of our food is an excellent thing. It would 
seem as if the human being required a very wide 
variety of food, and that, while abstaining from 
too many different kinds of food at one meal, the 
greater the variety at different meals the better 
will be the health, physically and mentally, of the 
person. But fish food is like all other food; it is 
good, bad and indifferent. We are told that the 
people of Kansas, who catch an epidemic of fads 
more quickly and violentiy than those in most of 


an acre of pond on every farm in the Sunflower 
State where fish food for the family use is to be 
raised. Now, it is a safe bet that the fish which 
would be attempted in these Kansas ponds would 
be the carp. If any Californians are intent upon 
replacing their beefsteak with carp, we would ad- 
vise them to proceed with a good deal of caution. 
This imported fish would grow fat on offal which a 
we, would not touch. 

t probably would be a very wise thing if the 


even this moderate amount of meat with fish food 


fresh, good fish is to be had. For the average per- 
son meat once a day four days in the week would 
probably prove entircly satisfactory. 

Now, if all the people in the country will cut the 
meat ration in two, eliminate it from all meals 


week, or even twice a week, we think that 

high price of meat is due to over-consumption or to 
extortion on the part of those handling that food, 
a remedy will quickly be found and the people will 
suffer no harm. * 

We must confess to be a little bit slow in believ- 
ing that the high cost of meat food is altogether 
due to any combination in restraint of trade on the 
part of _steckmen, packers, wholesale or retail 
butchers. We are quite as skeptical as to the cost 
of the beefsteak being the result in any way of 
the protective tariff. As long as we are exporting 
enormous amounts of meat running to something 
like $200,000,000 a year it. would seem as if the 
price of the whole meat product of the country is 
fixed by what people abroad are willing to pay for 
this large surplus. We note that some of our own 
townspeople want the very moderate tariff on 
meats removed, with the notion of thus inducing 
the importation of meat from Argentina, Australia 
and South Africa. We think the reasoning is not 
sound. The surplus meat of these foreign coun- 
tries is — sought in half a dozen countries in 
Europe. We would have to compete with the mar- 
kets of London, Liverpool and Antwerp order 
to draw those ‘meats here, and it is a well- 
fact that in all those countries meat costs more 
than in New York. 

As to any combination on the of the pack- 
ers, We can leave that with the rtment of 
Justice connected with the Federal government. 
It is a business now in the hands of the Attorney- 
General, will at once be brought before the courts, 
and if there is any load pressing very heavily and 
illegally upon the people we hope it will soon be 
removed.

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 24.—Petitions 
have been placed in circulation in the 
eastern part of the city, asking the 
government to install two or three 
rur.. mail delivery routes from the 
Santa Monica postoffice. The sestion 
to be covered includes the several 
subdivisions in the eastern. north- 
eastern and southeastern parts of the 
city and the western part of Sawtelle 
and the thickly settled section which 
is in meither city. Each route is to 
have an approximate length of twenty- 
five miles and each would serve about 
100 families.

COURT AT ALHAMBRA CROWDED 
WITH THE CURIOUS.

Number of Blood-Stained Articles 
Are Admitted as Exhibits—Sheriff 
Hammell Gives Evidence—Work of 
Fruit Inspectors is Criticised. 
House Numbers Incorrect. 


ALHAMBRA, Jan. 24.--The prelim- 
inary examination of George C. Stone 
and Clara Stone, his wife charged with 
the murder of Morgan Shively on the 
2d inst., at San Gabriel, was resumed 
this morning before Justice Northrup. 
Jucging from the attendance there 16 
no abatement of interest in the pro- 
ceedings, notwithstanding the tedious 
nature of the cross-exaniination of 
witnesses. The introduction by Joseph 
Ford, Deputy District Attorney, of nu- 
merous articles found in and around 
the Stone residence, for the purpose of 
identification, -eecypiel most of the 
morning session.

He was exam- 
ined as to the condition in which he 
found the kitchen at Stone's house, 
but falled to identify certain exhibits 
presented by the prosecution. 

W. T. Woods, a deputy the cffice 
of Sheriff’ Hammell, said he arrived 
at Stone’s house just after the finding

Deputy 
Woods was still being cross-examined 
when court adjourned for the noon re- 
cess. 


The session opened with 
Sheriff Hammell as the firet witness.
